Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant's representative argued that Cruishank failed to 
disclose of an alignment buffer receiving header and ciphered data, upon further consideration by the examiner, it was 
agreed upon that the prior art failed to disclose of these limitations whereby Figure 2 of Cruishank shows that a 
decoder decodes the content prior to an alignment buffer receiving the content, so the decoded, or decrypted data is in 
plaintext form and cannot be in a ciphered state. The previous art rejection would be withdrawn and an updated 
search would be conducted in response to the applicant filing a formal response. 
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
